Canadian production to- 
taled 32,062 gallons, and shipments 
41,210 gallons.

trolling 98 per cent of the fixed ni- 
trogen output in Germany has an- 
nounced a new schedule of prices 
effective June 1 showing a reduction 
of 5 per cent from June, 1925 
prices. The price of 1 kilogram of 
nitrogen in ammonium sulfate, am- 
monium chloride, ammonium sul- 
fate nitrate, or potash ammonium 
nitrate has declined from 0.95 ta 
0.90 gold marks. A kilogram of 
nitrogen in sodium nitrate is now 
quoted at 1.25 marks, and in calcium 
nitrate at 1.15 marks, as compared 
with previous prices of 1.30 and 
1.20 respectively. Nitrogen in the 
form of calcium cyanamide has de- 
clined from 0.85 marks to 0.82 
marks. Prices are arranged to 
spread the demand throughj the 
year, the maximum price for am- 
monium sulfate being 1.00 marks 
per kilo for February 1927, which 
is 9 per cent below February 1926. 
The new fertilizer, Leunaphos, is 
at 25.7 marks per 100 kilos, and is 
not subject to monthly increases.

Dry colors continue easy 
with reductions noted in some 
quarters on blues. Chrome yellow 
is firmer and a shade higher this 
week in sympathy with lead. Para 
and lithol toners have not shown 
any retrenchment from their easy 
position of last week. 

Spot turpentine is a shade lower 
this week at 85c@88c gal. with 
only routine interest displayed by 
buyers. Rosins are stronger and 
have shown substantial price gains 
in the common and medium grades. 
A strong undertone prevails and 
consumers have been taking of- 
ferings more freely of late.

Davison Chemical Bought by Bankers 


Reported that W. A. Harriman & Co. Have Bought Large Blocks of 
Stock—Important Developments Expected to Follow—Silica Gel 
Corp. is Expected to Seek Greater Markets for Output 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Baltimore, June 16—According to 
a report received here today from 
New York, W. A. Harriman & Co., 
the bankers of that city, have ac- 
quired a large block of the securi- 
ties of Davison Chemical Co., manu- 
facturer of sulfuric acid and acid 
phosphate. Efforts made to obtain 
official confirmation here proved un- 
successful, as Vice-President W. 
D. Huntington, of tie Davison 
Co., has been attending the annual 
meeting of National Fertilizer As- 
sociation at White Sulphur Springs, 
W. Va., and President C. Wilbur 
Miller declined to discuss the re- 
port. It is intimated that important 
developments may ibe expected to 
follow the acquisition of the stock. 

Silica Gel Corp., which is con- 
trolled by the Davison Co., may be 
expected shortly to embark upon 
an energetic campaign for extend- 
ing utilization of silica gel for var- 
ious purposes. Experts of the 
company have been engaged for 
six years in the application of the 
material and perfecting apparatus 
for its use in refrigeration, dehy- 
drating processes, extraction of gas- 
oline from natural gas, recovering 
benzol from coke-oven gas, refin- 
ing vapor-cracked gasoline and for 
application in various other ways, 
some of which are in operation at 
large commercial plants, says Presi- 
dent Miller in a description of the 
product, just published.
